Dear  Mr. President : 

 

In  accordance with  Art icle II, Sect ion 17 of the Maryland Const itu t ion , today 

I have vetoed Sena te Bill 109 – Crim inal Procedure – Expiration  Date of 

S entences – R epeal. 

 

This bill repea ls the requirement  tha t  a  cour t  sen tence a  defendant  for  a  

per iod of impr isonment  tha t  will expire between the first  day of Apr il and the 

la st  day of August  if the cour t  considers it  expedient .  It  repeals a  provision  

author izing a  cour t  to sentence a  defendant  to a  specified per iod of 

impr isonment  tha t  is less than  the minimum punishment  required under  

specified circumstances. 

 

House Bill 1023, which  was passed by the Genera l Assem bly and signed by 

me, accomplishes the same purpose.  Therefore, it  is not  necessa ry for  me to 

sign  Sena te Bill 109.
